Female Suffrage. 

To the Editor: — If your correspondent 
"Publicola," aa alleged by "Lady," has 
entirely exhausted his knowledge on fe- 
male sulfru^e, perhaps you would not ob- 
ject to set in type the opinion of one who 
has taken great interest in reading the 
"pros and onus" on this important ques- 
tion, as set forth in your valuable paper. 
The real grievance of "Lady" seems to 
be that of dwelling in the midst of crime, 
vice and immorality. Now, sir, have wo 
not laws enaated to suppress and punish 
all auch offences ! And is not "Lady" 
largely at fault, if in case of need, she 
does not have recourso to those laws / 
The opinion of "Lady" is, that if females 
were permitted to voto they would at 
once have all their grievances removed, 
and thus be able to secure legislation, 
morally and intelligently, bettor enacted 
than at present. The inference drawn 
from the correspondence of "Lady" ap- 
pears to be that the members of our 
present legislature are "gentleman" of im- 
moral character. Shu appends her signa- 
ture as "A Lady," but does not state 
whether she is one in appearance or in 
character. Your correspondent, "Kadi 
cal Reformer," enumerates the various 
professions and occupations at which 
females supplant and eclipBo the males; 
but he fail* to state that of talking sei.se 
less gossip. If "Lady" and her sex gain 
their point and females are allowed to 
vote, the next point they will wish to gain 
is that of being members of the legisla- 
ture. If they gain that also they will 
then supplant all the males now holding 
office, from the lieutenantgnvornor 
downwards. To commence with we 
should have to have a lieutenant-gov 
erneas. All the other offices of state 
would then be held by females. 

Upon the opening of parliament, ad- 
mission tickets would be issued at fabu- 
lous prices to witness the theatrical dem- 
onstration. The reporter who failed lo 
describe the various costumes worn by 
the members would be severely censured, 
if not expelled from the place. In fact, 
the assembly would appear to be a collec- 
tion of goddesses. The cost of dress, if 
not disbursed by "pater familias," would 
have to be added to the public debt of 
the province.

The action 
of the general exeoiith'8 board, in recalling 
the order to resume work and in pledging 
the support of the entire organization to tho 
strikers, meets tho approval of a majority of 
the Knights.

Seidenbaum has been 
staying at the house of the girl's par- 
ents as a guest. No known cause for 
t he deed. 

ENGLAND. 
New York, April 5. — Relative to 
NourBP, whose body was found in the 
Thames at London yesterday, journals 
here have tho following: Nourse was 
treasurer of the Oregon Railway ov 
Navigation company, and was on his 
way to Liverpool to take a steamer for 
home. He had an office in Mill's build- 
ing, and lived with his family at tho 
St. Cloud hotel. He went to England 
four months ago for rest, and corres- 
ponded with his wife in this city regu- 
larly. He left the Langham hotel on 
Marclj the 3rd and was driven to the 
Northwestern railway depot, and that 
was the last ever seen of him. It is not 
known whether he purchased a rail- 
road ticket for Liverpool or not, but 
his baggage arrived at Liverpool in 
order. Mrs. Nourse was greatly disap- 
pointed when the Adriatic arrived 
without her husband, but felt no un- 
easiness about him. Nourse was about 
40 years of age. Ha was a relative of 
Win, Endicott, Jr., of Boston, a promi- 
nent director of the company of which 
lie was treasurer, and was also connect- 
ed with the family of Secretary Endi- 
cott, of the war department. 



Eastern Canada .Hail. 

(Per Northern Pacific Railway) 

Peterborough, March 2 ( J. — On 
Saturday Chief of Police Cooper, on 
the strength of a telegram received 
from Orillia telling of the arrest of a 
man named Ball for passing counter- 
feit money, made a search of the pho- 
tographic establishment of Hammill <t 
Ball, and arrested Hammill as an ac- 
complice of Ball's. In the place were 
found a kit of stamps, pads, different 
colored inks, and a box of type, the 
same as that used in numbering bank 
bills. There was an affecting scene be- 
tween Hammill and his wife when lie 
was arrested. The affair causes great 
excitement in town. Before the Police 
Magistrate Hammill pleaded not guilty, 
and denied all knowledge of the pur- 
pose for which Ball used the pads and 
stamps. He was released on bail. 

Toronto, March 29.— The instiga- 
tors of the quo warranto proceedings to 
unseat Mr. Howland as mayor assort 
that he cannot even yet qualify, and 
that at the nomination on Thursday 
a protest will be entered. Should Mr. 
Howland be elected again they say q o 
warranto proceedings will be institu eJ 
at once to unseal him. There is great 
diversity of opinion on the question of 
Mr. Rowland's qualifications even yet. 

Since Mr. Howland's disqualifica- 
tion for mayor, offers have poured into 
him from citizens anxious to see him 
again in the civic chair, until, as lie 
said to-day, "8100,000 worth of pro- 
perty is placed at my disposal." 

A dispatch from Schenectady, New 
York, on Sunday says: VVm. Barton, 
live stock dealer at Point Edward, 
Ont., arrived at All>a:.y last night from 
Hillsdale, Mass., and took the 10:20 
train on the New York Central Road 
for the West. The conductor punched 
his ticket soon after leaving Albany. 
Just before leaving Amsterdam the 
conductor observed Barton's absence 
from the car and telegraphed an in- 
quiry to Schenectady about him. An 
engine was sent up the road, and at 
Athens Junction, three miles east of 
the city, Barton's lifeless body was 
found alongside of the track, with a 
hole iu his head.

A t the adjourned meeting of share- 
holders of the Nova Scotia sugar re- 
finery, held yesterday in Halifax, the 
financial proposals to enable the com- 
pany to resume operations were agreed 
to. The arrangement will give the 
company a working capital of about 
$135,000.

DOMINION BUDGET SPEECH. 

On 30th ult . Mr. McLelan, minister of 
finunco, delivered in the Dominion Com- 
mons h in maiden budyot speech. Iti his 
opening remarks ho regretted the reason 
that had caused the duty to devolve upon 
himself being the withdrawal of Sir 
Leonard Tiliey from the active duties of 
public life in. consequence of ill health. 
The receipts from customs of last year 
were §18,013,000, being J 8 4^ per cent, 
of the total imports — while the percent- 
age of the Unitod States for the same 
time waB 31.45. These collections were 
levied not so much on what ate known as 
the necessaries of life as to justify its 
being said that the increase in revenue 
were imposition! on the poor man. In 
1885 tho duties collectod on silks and vel- 
vets were 81,020,627; in 1878 they were 
only §5119, '. 181 . There was thus an in- 
crease in the receipts from theae articles 
of luxury of $480,(>7l>. On spirits and 
wines the increase was §642,100, and on 
jewelry and gold tho increase last year, as 
compared wiUi 1878, was !jj>15li,7-8 Here 
are three classes of goods which are ecu 
aiderud to bo luxuries, upon which we 
oollected in 1886 $1,279,504 more than in 
1878 The expenditure is of two classes, 
ordinary, as calculated by the late tinance 
minister, and exceptional, arising out of 
the rebellion. For tho bitter there is a 
sum of $1,607)851 paid by the depart- 
ment of militia and defence; by the 
comptroller of the mounted police, 
$93,980; and for Indians, $82,375 
He maintained by the public accounts 
not having shown, 'hb in past years, a 
largo surplus, that manufactures have 
largely increased and imports correspond- 
ingly diminished— the former more rap- 
idly than anticipated. Of not, debt of 
$190,499,092, the sum of §103,358,099 
represents the debts of tho provinces as- 
sumed by the Dominion . Tho remain- 
der, §93,048,993, wa3 : tcurred since con- 
federation, in the prosecution of railway 
enterprises and public works. 

The expenditure in public works charge- 
able to revenue was §3,202,362. Allu- 
sion was made to tho rebellion in the 
northwest and the epidemic in Mon- 
treal as disturbing elements to trado, and 
to provide for tho former it is .calculated 
that $3,500,000 will be necessary. Tho 
estimated expenditure for tho year, over 
and above the last-named sum, is tixed at 
S35,000,000, and the ' increase 
of S118,G3o" interest on the 
public debt is mainly imputed to 
the iucroase of deposits in the savings 
banks. In alluding to the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway being open through to this 
provinco, Mr. McLolan said f ht>t the 
amount of dutios received and collected 
in British Columbia and Manitoba 
had boen out of proportion to 
othor parts of tho country of similar 
population because they have been shut oft' 
from tho manufactures of the country, ( but 
he hoped that with the opening of the road 
a good deal of the trade of this province 
which has previously gone to the States will 
bo given to Canadian manufacturers. The 
estimate of revenue for 18S0-87 is: Cus- 
toms, §20,200,000; excise, $7,000,000; post- 
office, interest and miscellaneous services, 
$7,300,000, making a total of $3 1,500,000, 
against which is an estimated expenditure 
of $33,124,550, leaving, as the estimates 
now stand $1,375,046 for a surplus. The 
actual increase of shipping for 1885 is not 
given, but an averago increase since the year 
1878 places it at 905,000 tons. Then, as to 
railways: In 1885 there were 10,049 miles 
of railway in operation, with h train mileage 
30,623,000, and 9,072,599 passengers, an 
increase of 50 per cent, over the previous 
year. The number of traders last year was 
70,000, and the amount of the business fail- 
ures §8,743,000. He claimed that the con- 
dition of the wage earner is more prosperous 
than before, and that while their wages 
have been increased the price of many 
manufactures to the consumer has been 
reduced. In speaking of the Canadian Pa- 
oifio railway, Mr. McLelan said that the 
government thought that it might be in the 
interest of the company and of the country 
at largo if they were to remove the lieu held 
over the wholo of the Canadian Pacific 
railway lands and confine it to a certuiu 
portion which they would consider to be 
value for tho nine million dollars. 
He further announced that arrangements 
had been made, by which tho company 
agreed to puy the $20,000,000 in cash, 
whtch word advanced them, one-hilf on 
the 1st of May, and tho other half on the 
1st July next, and part of the lands to 
he released to them as stated, at the 
earliest possible day, and there would be 
submitted to tho house a proposition to 
carry out this undertaking, and to enable 
the settlement of all accounts and to re- 
ceive twenty millions of dollars back. 
Mr. McLelan concluded by claiming that 
there was cause for congratulation that 
so much had been done for the country 
without the imposition of greater burden 
than had boon actually necessary. The 
extension of tho franchise to a very large 
body of young men was dwelt upon, and 
also the national honor with which the 
country passod through the rebellion, the 
tinance minister taking occasion to pay a 
glowing tribute to the bravery and loyalty 
of tho Canadian troops which the event 
had called forth. The delicit is under 
$1,000,000. 

ritOTECTION ASKED FOR CANA- 
DIAN MILLERS. 

Canadian miller? are again urging the 
government to make an amendment to 
the tariff this session by which the duty 
on Hour and grain will be equalized. It 
ia claimed by the Canadian miller that as 
tho tariff now stands, it favors tho miller 
of the United States, and really affords 
no protection to the products of Canadian 
mills. From July 1 to February 28, 
1885, there were entered for consump 
tion in Canada from the United States 
471,090 barrels of flour and meal, of the 
value of $1,805,246, while during the 
corresponding period ending February 28 
last, the quantity entered for consump- 
tion was only 170,830 barrels, valued at 
5571,285, or a decrease of 205,000 bar- 
rels. Tho quantity of grain imported 
from the United States during tho same 
period fell from 1,208,010 to 1,089,154 
bushels. As regards tho change asked 
for in the tariff, it entirely depends on 
tho influence the miller can bring to off 
set the influence of the agricultural class, 
the latter wanting tho tariff on grain to 
remain ua it i3 at present.

ENGLAND. 

LosnoN, April 7. — Various whips have 
arranged with tho members of their parties 
for a postponement until Friday of all ques- 
tions which wero to have been brought up 
in the house of commons to-morrow, except 
thoso of most pressing importance. In thus 
curtailing the business of the house Mr. 
Gladstone will be enabled to deliver his 
speech in explanation of his Irish homo 
rule scheme nt about half past four in the 
afternoon. The usual body of policemen 
stationed ebout parliament will be strongly 
reinforoSd to suppress any demonstration 
that may be attempted outside the build- 
ings. The Irish living in London have 
been requested to assemble to-morrow to 
cheer Itladstoue ub he enters parliament. A 
similar liberal manifestation is expected. 
Urgent whips have been issued requesting 
the presence of all members in the house of 
commons to-morrow and on Friday. The 
house will be opoued at (I a. m. to-morrow 
o enable members to secure seats. The 
opening of the house at so early an hour is 
commented on adversely on the ground that 
it is placing a premium on physical endur- 
ance and handicaps invalid members. The 
Parnellites at the meeting to-day derided to 
enter the house at the earliest possible hour 
in order to secure seats. 

The Scotch members of the house of com- 
mons held a meeting this afternoon to re- 
ceive a deputation of I'resbyteriuns from 
Ulster who came to enter their protest on 
granting home rule to Ireland. Sir Donald 
Curry, member for West Perthshire, presid- 
over the meeting. The moderator of the 
general assembly of the Presbyterian church 
in Ireland, who led the deputation, explain- 
ed the reasons for the visit. He said the 
Presbyterians of Ulster were in deep anx- 
iety lest parliament should adopt legisla- 
tion which would place the Protestant 
minority in Ireland at a disadvantage by 
handing over the control of the affairs of 
the country to a party distinctly anti- 
Protestant. '1'he deputation spoke in the 
kindest terms of their Catholic brethren in 
Ireland, but sa>d they feared the gooil rela- 
tions would be disturbed under the now 
order of things which it was understood the 
leaders of the government intended to in- 
augurate. 

London, April 7 — All of the Parnell- 
ite members of parliament have already 
arrived in London. It is reported that 
Mr. Gladstone has informed Lord Hart- 
ington and Mr. Parnell of the leading 
features of his Irish scheme. Mr. Par- 
nell, it is said, approves of tho plan. His 
approval, however, is subject to tho mod- 
ification of details. Lord Hartington is 
averse to a division on the first reading 
of the bill. 

The Standard admits that the conserv- 
atives are powerless without tile assist- 
ance of Lord Hartington, and that any 
attempt at iaolatod conservative action 
would rosult in a victory for Mr. Glad- 
stone. 

The Queen invited Mr. Gladstone last 
Wednesday, and again on Saturday, to 
dino at Windsor, but the premier was too 
busy and was compelled to decline both 
invitations. 

GERMANY. 
Bekun', April 7. — The lower boose of 
the Prussian landtag to-day by a vote of 
241 to 120 adopted the bill expropriating 
the land of the Poles in l'oseu and coloniz- 
ing the province with Germans. 

IRELAND. 
Dublin, April 7.- Kight thousand ladies 
of Cork county have sent a petition to tbu 
Queen against home rule. One thousand 
of the signers are Catholics. 

AMERICAN NEWS. . 



EASTERN STATES. 
St. Louis, April 7. — The quiet state 
of affairs which has existod east of St. 
Louis for tho past week was suddenly 
broken to-day by a riot. A large crowd 
of strikers, numbering over one thousand, 
farmed about noon at the railway depot, 
and, headed by leaders, marched to tho 
Ohio and Mississippi depot where n num- 
ber of platform men were working. No 
guards, police, or deputy sheriff had been 
stationed there, and tho employes wore 
easily forced from their position. Thence 
the mob advanced upon the Vandalia 
yards, whore a few deputies were on duty, 
who ordered tho men back, They re- 
fused, and made a rush, bearing down 
the officers and swarmed through the 
gate into the yards and forced all the men 
at work out of theyarda. From this place 
they marched to other yards, where simi- 
lar scenes were enacted. At the Chicago 
and Albion yards they were met by a 
strong force of deputy marshals armed 
with Winchester ritles. They ordered 
the mob back and called upon them to dis- 
perse. This the crowd refused to do, and 
upon attempting to rush through the 
gates the marshals brought thuir ritles to 
their shoulders and threatened to tire if 
tho crowd advanced. This cooled them 
somewhat and they turned back. The 
deputies remained ot. gunrd fearing a 
second attack upon that point, while the 
strikers proceeded to the Cairo Short Line 
yards, whither they are now (12:30 p. in.) 
marching. 

The oxecutive board of Brotherhood of 
Engineers are holding a meeting in Hast 
St. Louis to-day, Chief Arthur being 
present, and are seriously considering 
whether or not it will be advisable to 
strike in support of the Knights of La- 
bor. 

The action of the mob in forcing men 
employed in the yards to quit work has 
been telegraphed to the governor. 

La Ckos.sk, Wis., April 7. — The lire in 
tho lumber district yesterday caused the 
total loss of $502,000, with insurance 
$00,000. 

A fire at 2 o'clock this morning caused 
the loss of $42,000. Insure< $27,000. 

Greenfield, Mass., April V. — -A terri- 
ble accident occurred on tho Fitchburg 
railway to-day, an oaat-bound passenger 
train going over an embankment 200 feet 
high. Six bodies have already been taken 
out. The train was the eastern express. 
The point where tho acctdenl occurred ia 
the moat durigerouB on the road, for the 
train runs on the edge of an embankment 
200 feet above Deerticld river. When 
the train arrived at thiB point the track 
commenced to settle under it for a dis- 
tance covering its entire length, and the 
coaches broke from their trucks and went 
rolling over and over down tho precipice. 
The engine broke from the tender, tear- 
ing up the track below, and rolled into 
the river, on the very edge of which tho 
cars were thrown. As soon 33 they struck 
they caught fire from the otovos. Tho 
sleeping car was an entire wreck, and was 
occupied by several passengers, not one 
of whom escaped injury. One man, 
whose name is unknown, is imprisoned 
in the wreck of tho sleeper, where he ia 
being burnod alive. One little girl was 
picked up dead. As soon as the nows 
reached Greenfield a special train was 
made up and sent to the scene of the dis- 
aster, having on board several physi- 



cians, section men and a few citizens. On 
arriving at the scene of the wreck a horri- 
ble sight was witnessed. Merritt Seely, 
superintendent of the National express 
company of Boston, was found on the 
track and taken into the relief car. He 
had a fearful wound ovur his left taniplo, 
while his left thigh was broken and also 
his left leg at the knee, besides which ho 
sustained fatal internal injuries D. Crnu- 
dall, postal clerk, was, plunged into the 
river and got ashore with difficulty. Ho 
was wounded about tho head and his 
arm was fractured. The Fitchburg 
coach was the only one that escaped the 
conflagration, Deputy Sheriff Bryant, 
of Greenfield, who was in this coach, 
rescued two children from tho flames, but 
one was dead and the other is dying. 
Their parents were on Inard but cannot 
be found. Conductor Forster is reported 
Bafe, but slightly injured. A little girl 
died from injuries received. Engineer 
Littlojohn was badly scalded, it is be- 
lieved fatally. Conductor Forster says; 
"1 am unable to state how many were on 
the train. Only threo men have thus 
far been found who escaped injury, and 
they set the number of passengers all the 
way f.om 25 to 100. No doubt half-a- 
dozen were killed outright, and as many 
more wero fatally injured. II. 0. Little- 
john's wife and child have both died. 
It was reported in Shelburn Falls that 
eighteen persons were killed outright; 
but this could not be verified. The in- 
jured at Shelburn Fulls number nineteen. 

Later — Engineer Littlejohn is dying. 
Henry 0. Contllard will die before morn- 
ing. Three mure dead bodies have been 
found at the wreck. 

Nkwiiukvpokt, Mass., April 7. — About 
S o'clock hut night the schooner Beta, 
from Halifax, was driven on the beach of 
Plum island. About midnight a propri- 
etor of the Half-way house discovered tho 
vessel, and on going to it found it aban- 
doned. Search among the sand-hills re- 
vualed a party of three men and two 
women, half dead from cold and exhaus- 
tio i. They were taken to the house and 
cared for. The Beta, besides her crew of 
six men, had eight passengers, including 
two women and three children. When 
the vessel struck, the passengers were 
sent to the cabin, where 
they remained until a heavy sea almost 
filled it and drovo them into the rigging. 
A girl of 3 years of ago and an eighteen 
months' infant were torn from their 
mother's arms and drowned. The survi- 
vors, soaked with water and half frozen 
to death, clung to tho stays and shrouds 
until daybreak, when the tide having 
fallen, a few men got aahoro with a line, 
by which all the others wero rescued. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 
Buenos Avres, April 7. — The revolu- 
tionists havu been completely defeated 
and have terminated their campaign. 
Women are being cared for and prisoners 
are being liberated. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San FlUNCISCO, April 7- — A? the 
steamer California was coming in on her 
down trip from Portland, and was run- 
ning down shore, the burkentine Portland, 
coming down on the wind struck tho 
steamer on tier starboard bow, making a 
tremendous hole, which fortunately did 
not roiflh to the water line. Occurring in 
tho .orning, when most of the passen- 
gers were on deck viewing the city and 
surrounding points, the collision took 
place in foil view of nearly every one on 
board. 'Lierc was great excitement for a 
few minutes, but a few words from Capt. 
Dabney, uttered in a loud, clear tone, 
soon convinced tho passengers that their 
lives and proporty wero in no danger. 
The barkentino was badly damaged, and 
for a moment looked aa though she would 
go down. She, however, quickly righted, 
and her captain headed her for the near- 
est wharf, where sho was mado fast. Tho 
steamer continued on her way and was 
docked as Yapidly as possible. Her dam- 
ago will amount to $10,000 It there 
was any neglit;o(i"e on the part of tho 
commanding officer either vessel, it is 
not yet known to which it is to bo at- 
tributed. 

Obovh-lb, CaL, April 7. — V. M. Miller, 
proprietor of the Palace restaurant, was 
murdered early this morning in his restaur- 
ant by someone nnknowu. The woapon 
used was evidently a sharp hatchet, as the 
murdered man's head and face were badly j 
chopped. The cause for the deed is be- 
lieved to be robbery, us the till had been 
ransacked, 

WASHINGTON. 
Washington, April 7. — Tho Chinese 
minister at Washington has made a formal 
complaint to the secretary of state in re- 
gard to the treatment of his successor at 
San Francisco at the hands of the U. S. 
custom officers. IJe bases his action on 
the information received from tho Chi- 
nese consul-general at. San Francisco, 
who, it is understood, alleges that the 
new minister and his suite were subjected 
to unusual and unnecessary annoyance 
and discourtesies on their arrival at that 
port. The collector has been instructed 
to forward a statement of his conduct 
and that of his officers in the matter.

CANADIAN NEWS. 



Boston, April 7. — It is reported that the 
Canadian Pacific railway company has ar- 
ranged with Baring Bros., of London, for 
the purchase of the remaining $20,000,000 
worth uf bunds, tho proceeds of which are 
to be applied to the paying of part of the 
indebtedness of tho company to the govern- 
ment, while the balance. $97,000,000, is to 
be liquidated by transferring about 7,000,- 
000 acres of land belonging to the original 
grunt of 25,000,000 acres. This will prac- 
tically make the cash subsidy to the com- 
pany $35,000,000, and the land subsidy 18,- 
1)00,000 acres. 

Halifax, April 7 — A dispatch from 
Lewisburg, C. B., gives the experiences 
of thoso who wero in a dory which landed 
on Guion island on Monday. They got 
adrift from their vessel, the American 
schooner Elginlaw, while setting trawls 
on the western bunk, and not discovering 
their vessel they all got in tme dory. 
After four days out one succumbed 
through thirst. On tho 7th day another, 
who had boeoine insane, died. On theSth 
day, the survivors landed on Guion island, 
where they wore kindly cared for by ^he 
keepor of the lighthouse, who sent them 
hero, The body of tho man who died 
first is grsutly lacerated. One of the 
arms is cut off at tho elbow, tho throat is 
much torn, and pieces are cut out of each 
thigh. This was done after the man's 
death by tho oCher men to obtain food 
and drink.

New Westminster, 15. C, April 7. — 
The inhabitants of Now Westminster are 
greatly exorcised over the clause in the 
estimates giving §37,500 to the city to 
aid in the constiuciion of a branch line 
from that city to connect with tho Cana- 
dian Pacific. The Virst intimation that 
the civic authorities had of the resolution 
being adopted by tho legislature stipulat- 
ing the non-employment of Chinese on 
tho branch or forfeiture of the subsidv, 
was a telegram received by Mayor Dick- 
inson from Abbott, which stated that the 
branch could not ho built within the time 
limit if the Chinese clause was insisted 
upon. A telegram was immediately sont 
to Victoria lo Mr. Orr, asking 
that the text of (ho resolution be for- 
warded. This latter was received by 
Mayor Dickinson, who immediately called 
a meeting of property owners, when it 
was unanimously decided that tho council 
would be sustained in insisting that the 
time limit should bo observed, and that 
tho road sh< u'd he constructed by Decem- 
ber 31at of this year, Chinese or no Chi- 
nese. A meeting of the council and 
board of trado was held Liter in the even- 
in-; and a similar expression of opinion 
made. '1 he mayor then telegraphed to 
Abbott at Montreal, that the city would 
agree to pay the contractor thu extra 
amount for white labor, which, by a rough 
estimate they placed at $7,500. Tho citi- 
zens are enraged, and tar and feat hers and 
burning in etligy are freely talked of in 
connection with tho members of tho 
house, who, tho citizens think, have 
allowed tho affair to be brought to its 
present unsatisfactory state through 
neglect. Feeling was intensified by the 
fact that Loamy, who secured tho con- 
tract for building the branch, bad timbers 
out for timber work along the water front, 
and gangs of men and tools scattered 
along the line. Work was stopped on 
Monday by tho contractor, he having re- 
ceived a inessago from Van Homo stating 
that work could not be proceeded with if 
the government insisted upon holding lo 
Chinese exclusion . To your reporter Mayor 
Dickinson stated that thogoneral opinion of 
tho community was that if the railway 
was not constructed as agreed members 
representing the city and district, and the 
government, would 'suffer the anger of 
the citizens. There was but tho echo of 
this sentiment from all the leading citi- 
zens constantly. Hope is entertained that 
the arrangement telegraphed by tho mayor 
may he accepted by tho railway authori- 
ties, or that tho government will assure 
them that the restriction olause, which 
was not in the original ar/reement, will 
not ho adhered to. In the meantime 
there is a feeling of angry suspense, and 
telegiama from Van tlorne are anxiously 
awaited. 

LATER 

At 8 o'clock this evening Mayor Dickin ■ 
son received the following telegram from 
Montreal'. "Cfild not agree to your 
proposition un ; after the completion of 
the line to English bay. 

(Signed ) 11, Abbott,.,' 

An informal meeting of the members of 
the council and citizens was hold and tho 
matter discussed. The feeling over tho 
unexpected delay ii now stronger than 
ever, and local members are bitterly de- 
nounced as having been the cause of all 
the difficulty when succeaa was almost 
assured, and placards are posted around 
town against them. A mass meeting of 
citizens will be held to morrow evening 
in the drill shed; and it is believed that 
the city will telegraph Van Home that 
they will put $.'17,500 cash and guarantee 
its payment ou completion of tho branch 
line by the .'list of December, no mattsr 
with what labor it may be constructed.

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BULL- DOCi KELLY. 

His Probable Surrender to Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

Yesterday, Mr. Irving, the deputy at- 
torney-general, returned from St. Paul, 
Minn., where he hae been engaged in the 
oxtradition of "Bull-dog" Kelly, who is 
charged with the murder of an American 
trader named Baird in ICootonay, B. C, 
on 27th November, 188-1. 

prooeedinus were commenced 
on 17th February, 188G, before Commis- 
sioner Spencer, and the prosecution had 
not linished their case when the prisoner's 
counsel attempted to have the prisoner 
set at liberty by means of a writ of habeas 
corpus. This attempt failed, and the case 
was sent back to tho commissioner. A 
second etl'ort by habeas corpus was made, 
also resulting in favor of tho province. 
When the examination of the witnesses 
for tho prosecution closed, a very strong 
case was made against the prisoner, im- 
plicating soveral others. Tho defence, 
which was conducted by three counsel, 
called nine witnesses — four to prove an 
alibi and five to impeach tho veracity of 
the witnesses for tho crown. These 
witnesses for the dofeuce had boon, 
in November, 1884, engaged on tho con- 
struction of tho C. P. It., and in 
Kootenay district it would have been 
oasy to show the reputation they had 
there earned for themselves, but at St. 
Paul it was not open for the prosecution 
to do so. All the prosecution could do 
was to b'iow by tho inconsistencies in 
thoir evidence that their story was not 
worthy of crudence. This was under- 
taken by tho prosecution, and, as tho 
commissioner has committed tho prison- 
er, we may presume it was attended with 
success. Mr. Irving says that the public 
fooling in St. Paul is strongly 
IN FAVOP. OF SETTING KELLY AT LIBERTY, 
and that every effort will be made by the 
political '"boss" of tho atato of Minnesota 
and tho foreign wing of the democratic 
party to induce tho president of the 
Cuitod States to ' veto the surrender. 
Should, however, the president fearlessly 
discharge his judicial functions, then 
liabfix eorpii* proceedings will again be 
resorted to, in the hope of effecting 
Kelly's discharge, but as every debatable 
point has boon argued and decided in 
favor of the province, there 18 no reason 
to apprehend a failure on that score. 

Un tho 2nd April, after hearing tho ar- 
guments on both sides, tho commissioner 
gave his judgment as follows: "Without 
expressing any opinion as to the guilt or 
innocence of the accused, I simply say 
that tho evidence is clearer and more con- 
vincing than in the former examination, 
und that T doem the evidence sufficient to 
sustain the charge under tho extradition 
treaty with Groat Britain, and that there 
is probable cause for charging tho defend- 
ant with the offence. I shall, therefore, 
commit tho prisoner for surrender." 

The proceedings wore conducted with a 
liconce that 

WOULD MOT BK TOLRRATHD 
ill a magistrate's court in this country — 
the prisoner enjoying a cigar and cot; 
versing with his many sympathizers; but 
towards the close of the case it was 
ovident that the long strain on his nervous 
system was beginning to tell, and once 
tho court had to adjourn on account of 
his ill.-hoalth. 

KELLY 

is a well-built man, of about six feet, 
heavy rod moustache and tlorid complex 
ion. He is an American, born in Illinois, 
20 years old, and it is said that his real 
name ia Loughlin. His u/ia* of Kelly 
has been used by him in sucuring tho 
good wishes of certain wealthy poli- 
ticians in St. Paul, who will leave no 
stone unturned to wrest him from tho 
hands of justice.

A DEADLY EXPLOSION. 



Men, Debris and Boilers iitlUitl- 
air. 

Wlui i n:s Over-Pressure of 
Steam Did. 

(London Times, March 12.) 

About 9 o'clock on Monday morning 
the Cardifl" Docks were the scene of a 
terrific explosion, wbich caused tbe 
death of seven meu and severe injury 
to another. 

The explosion occurred on board tbe 
bteara tug Rifleman, owned by Mr. 
Spears, of Cardiff, which was at the 
time lying in the West. Dock, her cap- 
tain and crew, together with a pilot, 
being on board, The Rifleman, which 
was built on the Tyue in i860 and was 
refitted with a new boiler about five 
yee-rs ago, bad engines of 30-horso 
power, She tugged a large vessel into 
the docks at a somewhat early houi 
yesterday morning, and while lying in 
the dock continued to keep up a good 
supply of steam, the captain anticipat- 
ing an engagement to tow another ves 
sel into the roads. At live minutes to 
9, however, the boiler blew up with a 
loud report, while all the unfortunate 
men on board, excepting two, were 
thrown high into the air and killed on 
the spot, and the fatal effects of the 
explosion were not confined to those on 
board. The boiler which weighed near- 
ly five tons, was blown aloft, and after 
being carried a distance of 400 yards 
descended with great force upon the 
deck of the Italian barque Olotida B. 
In the course of its descent it came in 
contact with a seaman earned Hunt 
and decapitated him, his head being 
severed from the body as if with a 
knife. The boiler lodged in the stern 
of the Italian barque, which was uuich 
damaged. A great rent was made in 
tbe bulwarks, while the wheel house 
and wheel were smashed to pieces. The 
funnel and other parts of the tug were 
hurled for great distances about the 
docks, and, considering the number of 
men congregated about waiting for 
work, it is astonishing that so few were 
injured. 

The effect of the explosion on those 
on board was appalling. The captain 
was thrown into tbe air to a great 
height, and fell to tbe ground a begrim- 
ed and mangled mass. Eye- witnesses 
state that they were compelled to dodge 
tbe falling bodies and debris which 
showered upon the quay side. Some 
few were not successful in getting out 
of the way in time, and subsequently 
suffered injuries. At thfl time the ex- 
plosion occurred there were six persons 
on board the tug— namely, H>sry 
Pell, captain; John Lovell, driver; 
George Clare, seaman; William Henry 
Gerish, fireman; Price Phillips, a boy; 
and Thomas Owen, pilot. Of these the 
first four were killed upon the spot, 
and the other two died shortly after 
admission to the hospitrl. Hopes are 
entertained that the pilot, who, as well 
as the boy, is at the Hamadryad bos- 
•pital, will come round, for he was be- 
low, and therefore did not feel the full 
force of the explosion like the rest, 
The number of dead at the time of 
telegraphing was live. All of the bodies 
have been recovered, though some are 
so mutilated as to make them almost 
unrecognizable. Some of them were 
found at distances of 50 and CO yards 
from the sceueof the, explosion. Among 
the outsiders injured is Captain John 
Brown, a Bteamtug owner. While 
standing upon the paddle-box of tbs 
Pleiades be was knocked down by some 
falling iron and rendered insensible. 
"Upon his examination by a doctor 
some of his ribs were found to be bro- 
ken, while the face and arms were bad- 
ly hurt. Several men were seen making 
their way borne after the explosion 
with cut faces and bruised heads. Very 
little of the tug remains. She is reduc 
ed to floating matchwood. 

Mr. James A. Sweeney, of the Bute 
Engineering and Dry Dock Company, 
who witnessed the explosion states: 

"At threo minutes to 9 o'clock 1 was 
standing in closo proximity to the 
paddle-box of the tug Hifleman. Sud- 
denly I noticed a largo volume of black 
and white smoke issuing from between 
the fancy work covering the paddle- 
box. Immediately afterwards I heard a 
loud report, and I could plainly see all 
tbe fore part of the lug. I noticed one 
man on it. 1 think it was Owen, a 
pilot. I had seen enough to know that 
he could not have been hurt at that 
time. Tho paddle box nearest tbe pier- 
head rose above the wall, but I could 
see nothing more of any Jeseridtion 
from where I was standing, except 
debris of every kind flying about in all 
directions. I then noticed a man named 
William Challicomb jumping from the 
pier-head on board a smack called the 
Breeze, laden with apples. Immediate- 
ly afterwards 1 saw him struggling in 
tho water with a man who proved to 
be William Owen. I found myself a 
faw seconds later near the small brick 
house|known|as the Watch-house. There 
the Custom-house officer and myself re- 
mained a moment, when within four 
or live yards of us the body of a man, 
tbe deceased captain fell to the ground 
face downwards. I distinctly saw bim 
turn his head after ho was on the 
ground. Another man also dropped 
from the air a little further away. 
Near the railings facing the new Mer- 
chants' Exchange a third man came by 
me with oua side of his face and I be- 
lieve his ear off, hut be was able to 
walk."

The Crawford-Dillie Case. 

A dramatic, or melo-dramatic, or the- 
atric incident occurred in tho house Fri- 
day on a question asked by a liberal 
member about the law on divorce- and a 
recent divorce case, it being plainly lev- 
eled at Sir Charles Dilke. Tho attorney- 
general answered tho question. Than 
Dilke suddenly stood up from behind the 
treasury bench. The house was crowded 
with members waiting for Mr. Glad- 
stone's statement, and evory eye turned 
on Dilke, who spoko in a tone of artificial 
firmnesB, now and then tremulous with 
emotion. He claimed the indulgence of 
the houso in a personal matter. Tho 
house listoned in breathless silence. It 
proved, however, that he had nothing to 
any in particular, and only asked the 
member to bring up tho Question in a 
wuy to admit of debute. Practically 
thero is no such way. The incident was 
unfortunate, and Sir Charles Dilke wan 
ill-advised, and onco more his enemios 
will only say that twioo ho has had the 
chanco of denying publicly the clmrgo 
made against him and has failed to deny 
it, onco in tho divorce court and once in 
the house of commons. When ho got up 
everyone in tho house

coming, so most of us would have cor- 
dially welcomed it, and no rule of tho 
houso could then prevent him from giv- 
ing it, for ho had appealed to tho indul- 
gence of tho house, according to regular 
form, and tho houso had contented to 
hear him. If ho had no denial to mako 
he should have kept his seat and hold his 
lips closed, as he only made his position 
worse than ever by his unexpected, ex- 
traordinary and inexplicublo perform- 
ance.
